DOMINION PARSJ&^ENT. 

. 

The ProrogEiioii Scene. 

The following account of the proroga- 
tion, on the 13th Aug. of tho first session 
of the second Parliament of Canada, is 
taken from the Toronto Globe and must, 
therefore, be taken cum gratio sails;— 

Ottawa, August 10. 

The city all day had been in a state of 
bustle and excitement previously un- 
known. Great interest and anxiety was 
felt us to tho course! tho Governor-Gen- 
eral would adopt iu answer to tho 
deputation of tho members, but 
general ignorance upon the subject pre- 
vailed. About one o'clock it became known 
that the Guards were ordered out. It was 
then certain that tho House would be 
prorogued, and the conjecture was con- 
tinued when about half-past two o'clock 
several members of tho sniteofHis Excel- 
lency took possession of tho door by 
which ho was to outer tho building. 
About two o'clock the galleries of tho 
Senate Chamber were crowded, tho prin- 
cipal occupants being Indies. On tho 
floor of the Chamber several ladies occu- 
pied prominent seats. Somo six or eight 
Senators put in an appearance, and waited 
-with becoming dignity for tho approach 
of tho Governor-General. Shortly after 
3 o'clock, Lord Dufferin, attended by his 
snito, entered tho Chamber. Black Kod 
•was at once despatched to the faithful 
Commons with a message, that the Gov- 
ernor-General required their attendance 
immediately. Somo half an hour elapsed, 
however, boforo this obsequious function- 
ary returned, and then only followed by 
the members of tho Government and a 
few of their followers. Tho great major- 
ity of tho members present remained in 
tho Commons chamber. His Excellency 
then read the following 

SPEECH: 

Hon. Gentlemen of the Senate and Gen- 
tlemen of tho House of Commons: 

In relieving you from further attend- 
ance iu Parliament, I beg leuvo to con- 
vey to you my best thanks for tho dili- 
genco with which you h ive applied your- 
selves to the performance of your public 
duties. Among tho measures you have 
adopted are laws of great importance to 
the well-being of the Dominion. The in- 
terests of trade will bo promoted by tho 
Act relating to the inspection of the staple 
articles of Canadian produce, as well as 
by the statute regulating weights and 
measures. 

The several Acts respecting merchant 
shipping will contribute to tho success and 
development of that great branch of our 
national industry and tho protection of 
the lives of seamon. 

By tiie Act relating to the trial of con- 
troverted elections of members of the 
House of Commons, you have adopted 
the system which is now in successful 
operation in the Mother Country. I sin- 
cerely congratulate you on the admission 
of the colony of Prince Edward Island as 
a Province of the Dominion. 
Gentlemen of the House of Commons: 

In Her Majesty's name i thank you for 
the supplies you have so cheerfully grant- 
ed. They will ensure, the vigorous pro- 
secution of the great public works so im- 
peratively called for by the wants of this 
growing country. 
Hon. Gentlemen and Gentlemen: 

I have thought it expedient in the in- 
terests of good Government to order that 
a Commission should bo issued to in- 
quire into certain matters connected with 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, to which 
the public attention has been directed, 
and that the evidence adduced before 
finch Commission should be taken.on 
cath. Tho Commissioners shall bo in- 
structed to proceed with the inquiry with 
all diligence, and to transmit their report 
as well to the Speakers of the Senate and 
House of Commons as to myself. Imme- 
diately on receipt of tho report, I shall 
cause Parliament to bo summoned for the 
dispatch of business to give you an early 
opportunity of taking such report into 
consideration; meanwhile Ibid you fare- 
well. 

In this chamber no demonstration of 
feeling took place. All was as quiet and 
orderly as could possibly bo. At the con- 
clusion of tho speech His Excellency and 
suite withdrew and tho spectators also 
left the chamber. 

THE COMMONS. 

Ottawa, Aug. 13. 

The Speaker took the chair at3:25p.m., 
and immediately on his doing so 

Mr. MacKenzio rose and said. •--Mr, 
Speaker, I propose to address you and tin 
House on a very important question. 
(Hear, hear.) In the present grave phase 
of tho history of our country, and tho ex- 
traordinary circumstances under which 
we are called together, I think— (inter- 
ruption by tho Speaker, and loud cries 
"Go on," from the members) ---I think it 
incumbent upon mo to place the follow- 
ing motion in your hands. 

Mr. Spoaker---Upon what does the lion, 
gentleman propose to make his motion? 

Mr. MacKenzio— I am making it upon 
a question of privilege. Tho following is 
tho motion:— 

"That this IIouso during tho prcnont 
session ordercdan enquiry by a Commit- 
tee of its own into certain grave charges 
in connection with the granting of the 
charter and contract for tho construction 
of thoPaciili! Railway, which, ' if I. ie. 
seriously affect tho bmoial honour and in- 
tegrity of his Excellency's constitutional 
advisers, and the privileges and indepen- 
dence of Parliament; that tho investiga 
tion thus ordered has so far not been pro- 
ceeded with owing to circumstances not 
anticipated when tho enquiry was ordered ; 
and that it is the imperative duty of this 
House at tho earliest moment to take such 
steps as will secure a full Parliamentary 
enquiry; that constitutional usage re- 
quires that charges of corruption against 
Ministers of the Crown should bo investi- 
gated by Parliament, and that the assump- 
tion of that by any tribunal created by* 
by tho Executivo, would be a flagrant vio- 
ation of tho privileges of this House, 
and that this Houso will regard as highly 
reprehonsiblo any person who may pre- 
sume to advise His Excellency to pro- 
rogue Parliament, boforo it shall have 
had an opportunity to take action in tho 
promisos, inasmuch as suoh prorogation 
would render abortive all tho stops taken 
up to tho presont time, would iniliot an 
nnprocodent'id indignity on Parliament,

and produce groat dissatisfaction in tho 
country." 

I think this IIouso will regard if as 
highly reprehensible that a Government 
against which such charges havo been 
mado should bo allowed to adviso His 
Excellency to prorogue Parliament bo- 
foro it shall havo had the opportunity of 
taking action on tho premises. (Great 
cheering.) 

At this point Mr. Speaker again inter- 
posed, and neither Mr. Mackenzie's re- 
marks nor Mr. Speaker's were audible in 
the gallery. 

After some time quiet was restored, and 
Mr. Speaker proceeded to say that he 
must request the hon. gentleman to allow 
a message from His Excellency to bo read 
which the Sergeant-at-Arins lmdeoiivoyed 
from the hands of tho Usher of tho Black 
Rod. 

This announcement was received with 
groans and hisses, and loud cries of "go 
on." 

Mr. Mackenzie— No messenger shall in- 
terrupt mo in the discharge of my duty. I 
stand hero ns tho representative of one of 
tho counties of this Province, (loud 
cheers), and I have reason to believe that 
I also represent the opinions of this coun- 
try (tremendous cheering', cries of or- 
der, and another attempt on the part of 
the Speaker to interpose, followed by re- 
newed groans and hisses,) Ji propose to 
call the attention of the Houso to circum- 
stances that affect tho independence of 
Parliament (cheers) , and Sir, I havo re- 
ceived a letter informing mo that it is tho 
intention of the Governor-General to 
prorogue this House without it having 
had an opportunity of discussing what 
shall be done under tho circumstances. 

Mr. Spoakor again intoi/pooecl amid 
cries of "privilege; privilege," and 
"order," and the Sergeant-at-Arms pro- 
ceeded to lift tho maco from tho table, 
which, however, he again returned to its 
place. 

Mr. Mackenzie continuing, said, it is my 
purpose to address, and I shall address, 
this House on a matter which affects its 
independence. (Cheers.) There is nothing 
in the present circumstances that justify 
this Parliament being turned out of 
doors, and I thereforo proceed to tho dis- 
cussion of a matter to which our atten- 
tion has been called on previous occa- 
sions. (Hear, hear.) 

Here Mr. Spoakor again interposed, and 
tho excitement grew terrible. 

Mr. Mackenzie persisted in his efforts 
to obtain a hearing and was cheered to 
the echo, and amid all this confusion Mr. 
Speaker read what wassupposed to bo the 
message of His Excellency calling tho 
members to tho Bar of tho Senate, but ho 
was quite inaudible in the gallery, and 
must havo also been in the House. 
Directly ho had finished, the Sergeant-at- 
Arms again took up the mace, Mr. Speak- 
er left the chair, tho clerks fell into lino 
in usual order, followed by the members 
of tho Administration and a very few 
ot hers, and made their way to the Senate 
Chamber amid tho loud and long-con- 
tinued groans and hisses of those who re- 
mained. These were over ono hundred in 
number; not ono of those dissenting left 
the floor of the House.

Win. WaugU was charged with stealing 
» gold watoh, chain and nialteae cross 
from the person of George Dingle on tho 
26th nit. 

Mr. Courtney appeared for the prose- 
cution; Mr. Bishop for tho defence. 

George Dingle testified that he occu- 
pied room ill at tho Colonial Hotel, re- 
tired to rest on Monday night last and in 
the morning discovered that lie had lost 
his watch, chain and maltose cross. 

Cross-examined— I advertised in THE 
Colonist offering $75 reward for the re- 
covery. Do not know tho accused find 
have never been ia his company to my 
knowledge. I missed money (!?30) he- 
sides the property described, from my 
pocket. Oa Monday night I was a little 
under the influence of liquor, but know 
• what I was about. Did not sleep on John- 
son street and never have done so. 

Inspector Briwdon testified that ho saw- 
Mr. Dingloon Monday night and tlmtlio 
then had the watch and chain on him. 
Recovered the watch and chain from tho 
Miners' Saloon, Johnson street. 

J. Johnson deposed that on Friday 
night the prisoner came to liina and asked 
him to lend him S?0 on a watch and 
chain, as he had a friend in trouble. I 
handed him a $20 banknote and tool; tho 
watch and chain. I saw the advertise- 
ment in the Colonist and went to tho Po- 
lice station and informed Inspector Uow- 
deu. 

Cross-examined— I have known tho pri- 
soner since 1862; havo often lent nun 
money and he always repaid me, 

Charles Phillips, sworn — On Fridny 
afternoon last I was standing at Camp- 
bell's corner when I heard something 
drop; turned round and saw the prisonor 
(who was ia company with another man) 
p ick up a watch, a ring of a chain and 
a glass. Oo Friday evening tho prisoner 
showed mo (at the Miners' Saloon) a Mal- 
tese cross. I identify the cross iu Court 
as tho one shown me. Sawthe advertise- 
ment in TriE Colonist on Saturday morn- 
ing; went and saw Mr. Higgins and ho 
referred me to Mr. Dingle. 
% Cross-examined — Have known tho pri- 
soner a long time; his character was 
good. 

Sergt. Bloomfield testified that an In- 
dian woman brought him the cross about 
noon to-day. Sho said she found it. 

The Court was here adjourned until 
Tuesday at 11 a.m. 

The Ticiibohne Tiual.— Our blunder- 
ing contemporary, who is noted for get- 
ting tho wrong bull (Irish) by the horns, 
has gone a step further and seized the 
wrong bird (osproy) by tho tail. Readers 
of tho evidence in tho Tichboruo trial will 
remember that the Claimant claims to 
have been picked up by the three-masted 
schooner Osproy. For tho prosecution, 
in tho perjury trial, it is shown that while 
there havo been several two-masted Ospreya 
launched in Groat Britain and the United 
States during tho last 20 years, only two 
three-masted Ospreya (one American and 
one English) have been built in tho last 
40 years. The movements or thoso ves- 
sels in 1854 till tho time they wcro lost 
has been fully accounted for, and it has 
been shown conclusively that neither 
picked up the Claimant. It is quite true 
that a schooner called the Osprey was 
owned by Mr. Sonthgato in 1838-00; that 
she was commanded by Oopt.Wootton and 
others, and that sho sailed in these wa- 
ters; but with the name tho coincidence 
ceases, as Mr. Southgato 'a Osprey was 
two-masted. Wo fear that our contempor- 
ary will scarcely secure a free passage to 
Euglaud to give evidence in the Tich- 
borne caso unless ho lias evidence of 
greater value to offer. 

Ministerial Misdoing. — In an arti clo 
to some parts of which we must take ex- 
ception, the Mainland Guardian saya re- 
specting the present Ministry: "They pay 
handsome salaries to Immigration Agents, 
who aro instructed to publish in their sev- 
eral localities statements at variance with 
facts. The result is tho arrival of Immi- 
grants who— not finding what they were 
promised— leave tho country in disgust, 
and prevent others from coming who 
would have reached our shores without 
the intervention of agents." And again: 
"Wo know that tho present heads of Gov- 
ernment havo enacted laws giving them- 
selves enormous power and patronage, by 
which means thoy aro enabled to socuro 
industrious agaats about tho country to 
assist them in hoodwinking the people; but 
thoir blunders owing to incapacity, inejjf.- 
poricuco, and tho want of ovon ordinary 
education, aro making thorn so odious, 
that nothing loss than their dismissal can 
appoaso tho taxpayers," 

Goes to Olvmpia.— Mr. J, H. Church, 
accompanied by Midamo Stevenson, tho 
talonted vocalist, will start this morning 
for Olympia. An entertainment will bo 
given at that place next Monday evening. 
From that point Madame Stuvouson will 
make a professional visit of the Sound 
and British Columbia. From Victoria 
sho will again visit Portland, giving one 
or moro performances, and then proceed 
up through tho valley. Mmo. Stevenson 
is a thorough artiste, and wo can cheer- 
fully commend hor to tho patronage and 
favorablo opinions of the public wherover 
who may go —Portland OregoMon. 

ForCassiak. — A numborof persons aro 
outfitting. Tho California will liavo 
a very large freight and at loast -10 pas- 
sengors. 

Tkideman's Silver Lead.— Mr. Toido- 
man, 0.13., has taken up tho Bilvor lead 
discovorod by him at Nias' Point. From 
u piooo of rock ns big as your fist he ex- 
tracted two hits worth of silver. 



Washington Territory. 

Sheriff Davisson, of Pierce county, was 
arrested and lined §20 for an assault on 
Rev. Dr Atkinson, in Tacoina, on Thursday. 
He went to tho reading room established 
by '. the latter, seemingly under tho im- 
pression that it was a liquor saloon and 
used very bad language, also brandishing 
a loaded revolver, and making himself 
disagreeable. Ho was under the influence 
of liquor at the time, wliicli probably ac- 
counts for his actions. Tho Tribune says' 
his actions demonstrated lie was a danger- 
ous man in tho wrong place. 

A man named Levin waa wounded in 
Tacoma, quite severely, in tho right 
thigh, by the accidental discharge of a 
pistol iu tho pocket of his pantaloons. Ho 
is getting aloLg all right. 

Last Sunday theCongregational Church 
in Seattle was formally dedicated, and 
this week the members have invited Rov. 
Norman McLeod to become their pastor. 
Ho has accepted the call. 

The Seattle Intelligencer, says: — On 
Wednesday. Capt. Adam Boyd died in 
this city, ut the advanced age of 7-1 years. 

A dispatch from Callno, Peru, dated 
July Mth, quotes Puget Sound lumber, 
rough, ut £15 per M. and surface at 85F». 
The ships Braemor and Lenoro were at 
that time about to proceed to Puget 
Sound for cargoes of lumber. 

John H. Tiinmuu claims to havo dis- 
covered tho lowest and best pass through 
the Cascade mountains. Tho route is up 
the Lewis river. He proposes that a pe- 
tition should bo gotten up for a Terri- 
torial Road leading from Kalama to Fort 
SimCoe, and says: "It would oponone of 
the finest timber regions on tho coast, 
aud make accessible iron enough to con- 
struct a double track around tho world! 
Besides, the moment a trail is cut from 
here to Spilgre, it will be traveled by 
hundreds of people during summers to 
visit. Mount St. Helen's and a thousand 
other objects of interest there. It would 
bo a grand highway between Kalama and 
Yakima vally." 

Daisy Lake. — This lake lies 20 miles 
above Howe Sound on the line now being 
run by Gansby's party for the. Railway. 
Mr. Smith,, who lately passed around it, 
gives it as his opinion that it was formed 
within the last 20 years by the bursting of 
a lake in the mountains, the waters of 
which, rushing down the mountain-side, 
found a lodgment in a valley which it 
completely fills. Tho face of tho moun- 
tain is scooped out for a long distance, 
and thousands of millions of toii3 of rock 
and earth brought down by the' torrent, 
lie scattered along the valley for miles, 
while above tho surface of the water ap- 
pear the tops of tho tallest forest trees. 
Daisy lake is one of the most remarkable 
iu tho country. 



LoitD Campbell's Like ofBiiouuilui. — 
In this interesting work there appears the 
following amusing narration: — When in 
Brougham in ia early career was practis- 
ing before Lord Eldon he was of ton greatly 
annoyed by Lord Eldon calling him Mr. 
Bruffom. To roctify this mistaken pronun- 
ciation of his name Brougham sont a mes- 
sage to tho Lord Chancellor and that there 
migh bo no mistake in the future wrote 
down in large round text tho letters 
uroom. The Lord Chancellor, took tho 
remonstrance in good part, and at the con- 
clusion of tho agreement observed, "every 
authority upon tho question lias been 
brought before us, new Brooms sweep 
clean."

European Stall Summary. 

[Dates to August 7Mi.] 

The London papers aro "authorized to 
contradict the report of the betrothal of 
his Royal Highness Prince Arthur with 
Princess Thyra of Denmark. 

Sergeant Menzios, the winner of the 
Queen's Prize at Wimbledon, was leceiv- 
ed on his return to Edinburgh with much 
enthusiasm, and was carried on tlic shoul- 
ders of his comrades from the Waverloy 
Station to tho Drill Hall. 

A telegram from Calcutta says four men 
have been killed by tho Car of Jugger- 
naut, in the Rungpoor district. The Ben- 
gal Government has declared that tho 
heavy cars in use are deadly, and asks tho 
Viceroy to approve stopping them. 

Gen. Kaufman reports tho condition of 
tho Russian troops in Khiva as excellent, 
and that the country is quite tranquil. 

A grand fete was given in Constanti- 
nople in honor of tho Khedive, who has 
boon specially requested by tho Sultan to 
remain in that capital until the arrival of 
tho Shah of Peisia. 

Complete anarchy reigns in nearly all 
the provinces of Spain. A popular in- 
surrection is appi bended and large num- 
bers of tho wealthier classes aro leaving 
Barcelona for Franco. 

Mr. Justice Kengh has refused to re- 
mit the fine of £250 imposed by Mr. Jus- 
tice Lawson upon Mr. M'Aleeso for libel- 
lous articles inserted in a paper of which

A new paddlewheel steamship, which 
had been built for tho Peruvian Govern- 
ment, and was about to be launched in. o, 
few days, was accidently burnt at tho 
building yard on the Thames. 

Two cases of, it is stated, undoubted 
Asiatic cholera oconrrod in London. Ono 
patient, an adult, is recovering, but the 
other, a child, died in seven hours. Both 
had just arrived from Copenhagen. 

A Synod of prelates of tho Roman Oa- 
tholio Church was being held at St. Ed- 
mund's College, near Ware. Its delibera- 
tions aro secret and tho results will not 
bo made public until tho Pope's sanction 
lias been obtained . 

In the House of Commons Mr. Glad- 
stone, replying to Mr. Butt, declined to 
recommend the release of two Fenian 
prisoners, Davitfc and "Wilson, who have 
been convicted of treason felony.

His Excellency's Reply to 
the Memorial. 

Ottawa, Aug. 1-1 — Tho following is the 
substance of tho verbal reply made by 
His Excellency yesterday to the memori- 
al presented .to him :6y. the deputation of 
members of tho House of Commons: — 

Gentlemen, — It is quite unnecessary 
for mo to assure you that any representa- 
tions emanating from persons possessing 
tho right to speak on public affairs with 
such authority as yourselves will always 
be considered by uie with tho greatest re- 
spect, even had not cironnistancesnlretuly 
compel led me to give most a nxious thought 
to the nutters to which you are now de- 
sirous of calling my attention. You say 
in your memorandum that four months 
have elapsed since the Hon. Mr. Hunting- 
ton preferred grave charges of corruption 
against my present advisers in referouco 
to thu Pacific Railway contract, and that 
although the House has appointed a Com- 
mittee to enquire into these charges, the 
proceedings of this Committee have on 
various grounds been postponed, and the 
inquiry has not yet taken place. Gentle- 
men, no person can regret more deeply 
than I do these unfortunate delays, the 
moro sons they seem to have given rise to 
the impression that they have been un- 
necessarily interposed by the action of the 
Executive. It may be premature at this 
moment to enter into a history of the dis- 
allowauoo of tho Oath's' Bill, but this 
ranch, at all events, it is but fair to every 
one that I should state, viz., that inline 
diately after I had assented to that Act I 
transmitted a certified copy <>f it to the 
Secretary o£ atn-ta. in accordance with the 
instructions by which i n Unnnd on 
such occasions; that, loaning myself to 
the opinion — an opinion founded on the 
precedent afforded by the Act of the Ca- 
nadian Parliament, which empowers tho 
Senate to examine on oath — that the Act 
was not ultra c'tren, I accompanied if by a 
full exposition of the arguments which 
could be urged it its support, but on the 
point being referred to the Secretary' of 
State for tho professional opinion of tho 
law ofliccrs of the Crown it was pronounc- 
ed inconsistent with tho Act of Confedera- 
tion, and that therefore the postponement 
of tho inquiry, so far as it has arisen out 
this circumstance, has resulted wholly by 
the operation of law, and has been beyond 
tho control of any ono concerned. You 
then proceed to urge me, on grounds 
which aro very fairly and forcibly stntod, 
to decliuo tho advice which has been 
unanimously tendered to me by my re- 
sponsible Ministers, and to refuse to pro- 
rogue Parliament; in othor ivords, you 
require mctn dismiss them from my coun- 
sels; for, gentlemen, you must be aware 
that this would be the necessary result of 
my assenting to your recommendation. 
Upon what ground should I be justified 
iu taking so grave a step ? What guaran- 
tee cau you afford me that tho Parliament 
of tho Dominion would endorse such an 
act of personal interference on my part? 
You yourselves, gentlemen, do not form 
an actual majority of the House of Com- 
mons, and I have no means, therefore, of 
ascertaining that the majority of that body 
subscribes to the opinion that you have 
announced. Again, to what should I have 
to appeal in justification of my conduct ? 
It is true, grave oharges have boon pre- 
ferred against these gentleman — charges 
which I admit require tho most searching 
investigation— but, as you yourselves re- 
mark in your memorandum, tho truth of 
thoso acousations still remains untested. 
Ono of the authors of tho correspondence 
which has mado so painful an impression 
upon the public has admitted that many 
of his statements were hasty and inaccu- 
rate, and has denied on oath the correct- 
ness of tho deductions drawn" from them. 
Various assertions contained in tho nar- 
rative of tho othor havo boon positively 
contradicted. Is tho Governor-General, 
Upon tho strength of suoh evidence as this, 
to drive from his presence gentlemen who 
for years have filled the highest offices of 
State, and in whom, during tho recent 
session, Parliament has repeatedly declar- 
ed its confidence. It is true certain docu- 
ments have appeared in connection with 
these matters of very grave significance, 
in regard to which the fullest explanation 
must be given, but no proof has yet been 
adduced which necessarily connects them 
with the culpable transactions of which it 
is asserted they form a part, however 
questionable they may appear as placed 
in juxtaposition with tho correspondence 
to which they have been appended by the 
person who has possessed himself of them. 
Under those circumstances, what right 
has the Governor-General, on his personal 
responsibility, to proclaim to Canada- 
nay, not only to Canada, but to America 
and Europe, as such a proceeding upon 
his part must necessarily do— that ho be- 
hoves his Ministers guilty of the 
crimes alleged against them. Were it 
possible at the present timo to make a 
call of the House and place myself in di- 
rect communication with the Parliament 
nf tho Dpinlnlon my present amliirrunment would 
dliappcar, but this ia a physical impossibility, lam 
Bunrod hy my Prlmd Minister— and the n-]iort of tho 
lirui'M.-illnnH .it tin- timo bears imt bin ststsmeuts — that

WIIEREA8 IT IS EXPEDIENT TO ItEGUI ATE 
and define tlie duties of the Commissioner 
pointed under " The Corporation of Victoria Water- 
works Aet, 1H73." 

BE IT THEREFORE ENACTED by the Mayor and 
Council or the Corporation of the City of Victoria 
follows: 

1. Tho said Commissioner shall subject to tho ap- 
proval and control of the Mayer and Council aforesaid, 
design, construct, build, purchase, improve, hold and 
generally maintain, manage ami conduct, Waterworks 
ami all buildings, matters, machinery and appliances 
therewith connected or necessary thereto, for the pur- 
pose of conducting a suilleient quantity of pure and 
wholesome water from Elk Lake and Beaver Lake tc 
the adjacent City of Victoria for the use of the luhahi 
tants thereof, and shall examine, consider and decide 
upon all luattt rs relative thereto. 

2. The said Commissioner shall keep separate hooks 
and accounts of tho receipts and disbursements for or 
cm account of the construction of the said Waterworks 
distinct from the hooks and accounts relating toother 
property, funds, or assets belonging to the said Water- 
works, and a record of all his official actB; and all such 
hooks and records shall he open to the inspection and 
examination of the Mayor and Council or any of them, 
or any person or persons appointed hy them for that 
purpose. 

3. The said Commissioner Hhall, at leaHt twice in eacli 
mouth during the coustructionof tbesalbj Waterworks, 
attend the Mayor and Council In Committee and re- 
pott to them in writing the progress of such Water- 
works and such information respecting the same as 
they may require. 

1. The said Commissioner shall, on or before the 
:11st day of December in each year, cause a return to be 
made to the Mayor and Council of the affairs of the 
said Waterworks, showing a statement of the amounts 
of the rents, issues ami profits, arising from the said 
Waterworks, tho number of tenants supplied with 
water, thi' extent and value of the movable and im- 
movable property thereunto belonging, the amount of 
di Dentures then issued ami remaining unredeemed 
and uncancelled, and the interest paid thereon or yet 
due and unpaid, and the state of the sinking fund, tho 
oxpensesol collection and management and all other 
contingencies, salaries of officers and servants, the 
costs' of repairs, improvements and alterations, the 
prices paid for the acquisition of any real estate that 
inaybe acquired for the use of the said Waterworks, 
and generally such a statement of the revenue and ex- 
penditure ol the said Waterworks as will at all times 
afford complete knowledge of the state of the affairs of 
the said Waterworks. 

6. The said Commissioner shall give security In 
bonds to the amount of two thousand dollars, to be op- 
proved by the Mayor and Council, for tin: faithful per- 
formance of his duties. 

The said Commlsslonerehall, whilst he shall con- 
tinue to be so employed and during the construction 
of the said Waterworks, receive as remuneration a sal.

num, payable by equal monthly instalments. 

7. Tim duties of the said Commissioner shall, sub- 
ject tu this By-law, be such as are further defined in 
"The Corporation of Victoria Waterworks Act, 1873."

shall lie the property of the Corporation. 

!). The Engineer of the Waterworks shall execute 
surveys and prepare all plana and specifications of 
works required in the construction, maintenance or 
Improvement of the Waterworks, and superintend, di- 
rect and inspect all such Works, subject to the in- 
structions of the Water Commission! r. 

i. The Engineer of the Waterworks shall also, when- 
ever rei|iiireil oy the Water Commissioner, examine 
all or any uf the Waterworks already constructed and 
report to him the condition thereof and any improve, 
incuts, repairs or alterations that may seem necessary 
orexpedi.int. 

S, All surveys, plans and reports prepared by the 
Engineer of the Waterworks as aforesaid, ami the field 
notes ridatiug thereto', shall he the property of the 
Corporation.
